Expecting- to Be Rein- 
forced.

Sa.n Fhanc'isco, Jan. 15.— Frederick Mil- 
ler, one of the Emertild gang of smugglers, 
was held by tbe United States oommlBaioner 
to-day to await the aetion of the grand jury, 

French China Tea Sets at Cbeapside. * 



Montevideo, Jan. 15.— Tho garrison of 
Bago, which ia being besieged by tho insur- 
genta, have become so aeriously pinched for 
provisions that they have been consuming 
for tbe last few days horses, oats and other 
animals. There was a lively skirmish on 
Saturday ufc Santa Roan' station, between 
the local troops and General Sumpaio, who 
ia inarching to tiiu 'relief of Bane, and the 
rebel forcea under General Silva Tavaria. 

Hio DK Jajjeiko, Jan. 15. — Admiral de 
Oama,aayB tbe policy of the inBurgents ia to 
hold oht till help oomsB. They hove not 
men enough to hold tho mainland. The in- 
aurgentH, ho says, recaptured tho govcrn- 
mont'a magazine on llha da Governador re- 
cently and t'ceured a largo supply of ammu- 
nition. On Tliurailuy they captured Euge- 
nie island and made seventy tlireo priaonera. 
Much ammunition, together with two can- 
non, fell into their hands. Many of those 
cuplurcd joined 'ho insurgents. He thinks 
the insurgenta can hold their own for two 
months at leuat. Tho insurgents were in 
accord with General Gumorcindo, comman- 
der of the victorious army at Curytiba, in 
tho state of Sao Paola. 

Di Garnu added : " If wo got Nic- 
theroy, wo will surely win, W.; will de- 
mand belligerent rights based on these throe 
lines : Our force comprisos all the Braiiil- 
iau navy service except two ships; second, 
we control three southern atatea, the Gov- 
ernment having no organized force south of 
San Pedro; and, third, we have made war 
for nearly Qvo months and have organized a 
government in the south." He reiterated 
the statement that the inaargent leaders 
were fighting for tbe people; that the people 
may sf^y freely what form of government. 
Da Gama was omphatio in his denunciation 
of the Government for allowing tbe insurg- 
ent hospital on Cobras island to bo fired 
upon. Eight shells, he Bald, exploded 
among tho wounded, and the aceies which 
followed were pitiable. 

The ofEcers of tho U.S. cruiser San Fran- 
cisco were astonished to find Admiral Mello 
and his il.igahip Aquidaban here, ns the lust 
they heard of tho rebel commander, ot 
Bahia, was that ho was still operating in 
tho south. Admiral Benham, upon arrival 
had a long interview with Capt. I'icking, of 
tho U. S. cruiser Charleston, and later re- 
ceived visits from foreign oflioera. Admiral 
Mello ia reported to have boon in constant 
communication with tho shore aince his 
arrival hero, and important developments 
are expected shortly. Tlie explosions in 
tho rebel Fort Villegaignon and on board 
tho rebel warship Tamandare wore more 
eerious than at first stated. The explosion 
in the fort ia variously reported as of a gun 
and of a magazine. Fifteen soldiers were 
killed and the fort was badly damaged. 
Tho exploRion of a gun on the Taniandure 
killed aix marines and wounded eight. The 
rebels are reported as much disheartened by 
these ttocideats, and Veixoto's adherents are 
encouraged. A rumor that an ugent of 
Peixoto caused the explosion in tho fort is 
denied by the rebels. It is asserted and 
contradicted that the rebels ooi'tomplate 
attacking the government Seet and then Rio 
itaelf. 

The jMiniatcr of Foreign Affairs made this 
statement to-day to tho correspondent of 
tho United Press : Tho fortification of Cou- 
ceizio island was merely an insurgent feint, 
the Government batteries on Aramaooa hill 
commanding the position completely. The 
vessels which started out recently with tho 
Aquidaban, under Admiral Mello, 
and were to bring back insurgent 
recruits, returned yesterday without 
any. Admiral UaGama' socretsry auys 
that he did not take tho troope aboard 
bccauao their oflicera feared being overtaken 
by tho (ioveriijnont dynamato oruiatr Micth- 
eroy. The truth ia, liowever, that the Gov- 
ernment victory in Itajahy haa demoralized 
the Santa (!atharina insurgents. It is now 
admitted that Admiral Mello was ill on the 
Republioa iu Parahogua Bay. Roar Ad- 
miral lliinhiini, of the U. S. cruiser San 
Francisco, who saw the Niothoroy while his 
vessel was coaling at IVrnamhnco, praises 
tho operations of her dynamite gun. 

Llsi!(/.N', .Jan. 1,"). — IK'taila received here 
from Rio show that the ilufcal of tho gov- 
ernnirnt furcea under General Telle.-', in the 
elFort to dislculge the insurgoiita from Gov- 
ernor'a island on Deoetnbijr l.'i, waa the re- 
Bult of CiirelcasncEa ori tlu' pirt of the gov- 
ernment for^:cB, uhicli resulted in their 
falling into an ambuacade. 'I'lie rout of tho 
government troops waa complelo. Some of 
them escaped and threw themselves into tho 
sea. Tellea waa mortally wounded at ths 
drat lire, and died under an operation. 

Kew YoiiK, Jun. 14, — A Herald's special 
from Montevideo aaya: News has just 
reached Rio of a small mutiny on tho 
Nictheroy at I'ornainbujo, which forced 
tJapt. 1! iker to ahoot one or two of the 
crow' It is believed that tho Now Yorkers 
were really afraid to tako tho Nictheroy in- 
to tho fight. She and tho Aurora 
cruise about at sea nightly, fearing to 
bo caught at anchor by the rebel ships. 

SotJTHAMiToii, Jan. 14.— Lieut. Coiiway 
and forty seamen who sailed from Now 
York on the Brazilicin oruiaor Nictheroy 
have arrived from PerDanibuoo. While 
walking on tho streets a sailor named 
Wilson dropped dead. All the men soom 
to bo in great distress, and the utmost dis- 
content prevails among tluMn. All tho men 
speak in strong torrna of the bad treatment 
they received on the Nictheioy, and naaert 
that the veaaol is nnseaworthy and tlio 
ollicfps entirely inellioient. Tho men aro in 
a bitter mood md unxioua to obtain the 
utoney duo tbei., ao they can return homo. 

W A.siri.N(iTO>', Jan. M.~Senor Mendonca, 
Brazilian minister, doea not expect any de- 
oiaivo movement in I5raz;l before the laat of 
thia month or tho first of February, when 
ho thinks tho Government will have its 
foroes maaaod and be ready for an aggressive 
movement against' tbe rebels.

ALASKA'S CRUSADE. 

The Govcrnnr Enforclnu' tho Law ITost Vigor 
ously— Homo of the Ilesnlta 
Accumpllahed. 

Pout Townsknd, Jan. 12. — Governor 
ijames Shoakly is said to bo rosponsiblo for 
the " squaw cruaudo " which tho olEeiala of 
Alaska inaugurated with tho New Year. 
The governor is a man of family and a 
member of tbe Presbyterian church, while 
his wife is a strong advocate of temperance. 
As United States commissioner, which posi- 
tion he held for years before his appoint- 
ment to hia present higher position, Gov- 
ernor and Mra. Sheakly hud ample 
opportunity to become thoroughly fami- 
liar with the particular phase of 
Aiaaku life which permits the 
adult nialoa of tho territory to 
openly co-habit with nutive wojnen without 
losing their aocial staudini;. The Governor 
made up Ilia mind to enforce tho laws in 
thia pirliculir. Juat aa aoon as lio liad 
fairly got aettled down in hia ofUooj ho con- 
sulted tho authorities at WaahlngtiMi, 
which iflBultcd in ini/lructiona being ami 
out to United .Siatea IJiatrict Attorney G. 
S. Johnson anil Marahall Orvillo T. Porter 
to at once proceed afainat all the violalora 
of acction (i of tho Ivlmunds Act. The 
oliiciala knew that lo thus suddenly enforce 
thia law meant rtmning counter to an almost 
ovi;rwholming public aentinient. 

The tditora of the Juneau and Sitka news- 
papers were consulted and all of them 
uj^reed to uphold the officials in the dis- 
charge of what appeared to the latter to bo 
most unpleasant duty. Marshal Porter, in 
looking around where to make a beginning, 
decided upon tho victim for hia first arrest 
iu the person of one I'Mijar Marie, cook of 
hia own houaohold. He was examined be- 
fore United States Commissioner E. C. Ro- 
gers, at Sitka. He was so surprised at the 
charge against him that he made no de- 
fense, was convicted, and imprisoned for 
fifteen days, receiving the full limit 
of the law. " All parties violating this 
(l<^dmund's Act)," says tbe Sitka Herald, 
" or who contemplate its violation, have 
been duly warned to at once desist or meet 
pains and penalties of the laws for infrac- 
tion. Having been duly warned," continues 
the same paper, " and given notice, all par- 
ties who refuse to obey ^fil^ bo brought up 
with a round turn and find thomsolves 
wriggling in tho clutches of tho law. " 

Since tho agitation upon the subject firat 
began seven couples at ,Sitka havo sought 
the Uoited States commiaaioner for the pur- 
pose of having their relationa made legal. 
There is a rumor in circulation in official 
circles in .Tuneau which says that tho news 
from that city that th.3 United States 
steamer Pinta ia likely to bo ordered to that 
place from Sitka in order to land a corps of 
marines with instructions lo help the anti- 
cohabitation order. U. J. Mackey, a Ju- 
neau minor who is hero, denies that illicit 
cohabitation is general with tho people of 
Alaska. His atatement to a correspondent 
is that not more than five men at Juneau 
and probably aa many at Sitka are at 
present livilig with native women.

LIONEL STAGGE. 



His Besigaatfou Beceired by Comptroller 
Eckels— His BBtentton In OfQce 
Inilaentlally Asked Ifor. 

Washington City, Jan. 14 — Comptroller 
Eckels haa not only received tho tele^'^s^phed 
resignation of Receiver Stagge, but a tele- 
gram that the bondsmen, with full knowl- 
edtto of Stagge's crime and punishment, are 
willing to trust him. The comptroller has 
telegraphed Bank Examinor Eldridge, now 
in Portland, to furnish him full partioulars, 
pending the arrival of which he reserves bia 
decision. 

Portland, Jan, 14 — Stagge went to Hon- 
olulu from San Francisco early in 1891. Ho 
cl&imed to represent the Chronicle, also the 
Chicago Inter-Ooean. On his arrival at 
Honolulu he was in favor with the court, 
baaing hia claims for recognition largely on 
his newspaper connections. He was receiv- 
ed into tho beat society, and was for a time 
much sought after. A petition ia being cir- 
culated by leading Jewish business men ask- 
ing that Stagge bo retained in the receiver- 
ahip of the Oregon National Bank. In re- 
gard to the charge that Stagge's ciiuduob in 
Honolulu waa not above reproach, he fur- 
niah'^a a letter from Admiral Brown, speak- 
ing in the highest terms of him and his so- 
cial career while in the lalanda.

NAKUSP-SLOCAN KAILV/AY. 

Tho Pollay of Its liullilera .SubatantlftUy Yin- 
dleateil by lieaults, 

(Nnkusp Ledger.) . 
Tho Nelson Tribune of Nov, 2,'{ contained 
an article which waa in many reapocta inia- 
leading. The motive of, aa well aa tho 
auimua diaplayed by tho paper in quoation 
aaya tho Vancouver World, can easily be 
divined, but it ia dillicult to undoiutaud how 
it publishea aa a statement of truth what is 
tho very reverse. If the writer drew upon 
his imagination then it must bo extremely 
fertile ; if upon information supplied by 
disappointed oontraotors or other soreheads, 
then the stuffing process was freely indulged 
in. 

The Government, in the Qrst placo, is not 
building tho road, AH that ic is d.".:ng is 
to car: y out tho viev/s of tho Legislature, 
which were to tho oH'oct that the Province 
would, on conditions specilicd in the uc!, 
guarantee the iiitereat on the debentures or 
bouda of tho line, at ih-'i rate of -t per cent, 
per aiinaiii up to, but not to exceed, the sum 
of Ij2r),000 per mile, which was to construct, 
eijuip and maintain tho road for the term 
ot 25 years. The Dominion Government, 
prior to tho passage of the act in Victoria, 
had agreed lo extend tho suljsidy of S,"i,200 
per mile to the iSakusp & Slocan railway, 
and before a solitary ceut is paid over the 
road, as regards curvon, aligniiients and 
general construction, must comply with the 
terms and conditions uf the Dominion Rail- 
way Act, 

The Provincial Government having guar- 
anteed tho bonds as already stated, and in 
order to protect the publio interests in the 
matter, has for a time, ao we understand, 
been assigned ail and every interest which 
the Nakusp & Slocan Railway Company 
may have in the Federal subsidy, which 
will bo eurrendored when tho lino ia cnm- 
pleled. This ia the only financing tho (lov- 
erment ia doing for the undertaking, which 
ia to bo of such immense importance not 
only to Kooteusy, but to tho whole Pro- 
vince. Tho Nakuop & Slocan road ia being 
built upon generally the s.imo lines an wus 
the Shiibwap & Okanagaii, and leased to th.; 
Canadian Pacilic railway for a term of yeaia 
upon conditiona id(!iit ically the same. 

Tho Tribuue'a gieateat miatake, however, 
ia in the paragraph relating to tho cost of 
construction. It will bo observed that tho 
limit of the Government's guarantee was not 
to exceed §25,000 per mile. The prelim- 
inaries having been arranged for making 
a start, teudera wero advertised for, 
and many respouscs made thereto. If we 
mistake not the lowest tender was ac- 
cepted. It was that of the Inland Develop- 
ment & Corstruclion Co., for which 1), Mc- 
Gillivray is manager, and under whose 
superintendence tho work is now being 
prosecuted. The price will not approach 
that named by our contemporary, §23,000 
per mile, by at least §6,000, at least ao wo 
are informed by parties who are in a posi- 
tion to know whereof they speak. 

Tho length of the line ia placed at ."iS 
milea, and tho total coat ia cstiniatod at 
§050,000, not §1)00,000 as stated J>y- the 
Tribune, It likewiso makes a great ado 
over the prices paid the sub-coDtraotora for 
the work they aro doing. These are mat- 
ters with which the pnblio have nothing to 
do. The lowest tenderer in the first in- 
stance was awarded the job, and deposited 
securities that the work would bo com 
pleted in accordance with the plana and 
specifications prepared by the company's 
engineers and by the time specified. What- 
ever arrangements he made with the sub- 
contractors! is a matter remaining with 
themselves. 

One thing ia certain, that upon the work 
the manager for tho conaiructiou company 
expects to earn a fair divideud. This, we 
think, tho Tribune will agree, ia in no way 
wrong nor in any degree acKiah, It ia exact- 
ly the principle upon which tho proprietors 
of that pn])er maiiago their own businesa. 
The base insinuation that at least 20 per 
cent, was to be earned on tho job and di- 
vided amongst a certain ring ia cowardly. 
Had the Tribune taken tho trouble to ascer- 
tnin the facta in connection with tho mat- 
ter, it would havo written in an entirely dif- 
ferent strain, 

I^verything in connection with the under- 
taking will bo laid before tho Legislature, 
and then it will bo found that to tho slight- 
est details nothing waa done other than 
above board and in a oaDsotentions maDner. 



FRENCH LOSSES AT CHICAGO. 

They are Placed at Eight Thonsand Dollars 
and Damages will be Insisted upon. 

CuiOAoo, Jan. 14.— Tbs French exhibi- 
tors at tho world's fair now place the loaa 
on Monday night'a fire at §80,000, The 
losses aro largely covered by insurance, but 
tho French companies have already entered 
a protest againali tho payment, French 
consul, Ih'owart, ia now in Washington City 
to learn the attitude of tho govi-inment to- 
ward paying the claims of ih.i exhibitors. 
They ])roposo to be recouped for their losaea 
and unleea an anjicablu agreement ia reach 
ed the courts will called upon lo adjudi- 
cato the matter. There also coines from 
Washington tho fact thatC ongroBs will pro 
bably order an inveatigation of tho recent 
lire. There is a geueral belief that tho ex- 
poaiLion company hi.H been derelict in its 
duties to tho exhibitors, and an attempt 
will be made by a congressional committee 
to fix the responsibility. "We will not pay 
a cent to any one for tho loss by lire," said 
President lliggiiibolhaiii of the expoaition 
company. "When invitations wore extend- 
ed to foreign exhibitors it waa expressly 
stipulated that wo would not be responaiblo 
for any damages by fire."

Unwilling to Accord Amnesty— Slie 
Beqnires Her Enemies to Be 
Severely Panished, 



W.vsniSGTOK, Jan. 14. — Fiiml instruo- 
tioDB were Bent l>y Seoretiiry Greahain to 
Miuiator Willia by tho Muripoaa yeaterday. 
After referring to the action of Liliuokal- 
ani in refusing to grant a general umnoiity 
in the event of her restoration, Secretary 
Gre&ham sayB : " Your reports show that on 
further reflection thj Queen g-wo her un- 
qualiliod aaaeut, in writing, to tlio coiuli- 
tiona Bug(;cBted, but thut tho Provisionul 
Government "refuses to acquiesce in tho 
President's deciaion. Tho matter now being 
in tho hands of Coiigrean, the Presjdent will 
keep that body fully adviaed of the eilu- 
atiou, and will lay before it from time to 
time tho reports received from you, includ- 
ing your dispatch No. 3, heretofore with- 
held, and all itistruotiona sent to you. In 
the meantiiiio, while keeping tho depart- 
ment fully iufiirniL'd of tho course of events, 
you will, until further notice, coniidor that 
your special instructions upon this subject 
■ have been fully complied witli." 

DooUDient No. 3 announces Mr. Willis' 
interview with the Queen on November 
15. In it ooourb the following: "I then 
made knomi to the Queen tho President's 
ainoere regret that through the unauthor- 
ised intervention of the ITnited States she 
had been obliged to surrender her sover- 
eignty, and his hope that with her consent 
and co-operation the wrong done to her and 
her people might be redressed. To this she 
bowed her aoknowledgments. I then said 
to her; "The President expects and be- 
lieves that when reinstated you will show 
forgiveness and magnanimity; that you will 
wish to bo the Queen of all tho people, both 
native and foreign born, that you will 
hasto to securo their love and loyalty 
and to eatabiish peace, friendship and 
good government. To this she made 
no reply. After waiting a moment I con- 
tinued : " The President not only tenders 
you his sympathy, but wishoa to help you. 
Before fully making known to you his pur- 
T)oae8, I desire to know whether you are 
willing to anawer certain <iueations which it 
is my duty to ask?" 8no answered, "I 
am willing." I then aaked her. "Should 
you be restored to tho throne, would you 
grant full amnesty, as to life aud property, 
t3 all those persona who have been or who 
are now in the Provisional Government, or 
who have been instrumental iu tho over- 
of your Government?" Sho hesitated a 
moment and then slowly and calmly 
answrrod : " There are certain laws of my 
Government by which I shall abide. My 
decision would bo aa the law directs, that 
such persons should bo beheaded and their 
property confiscated to tho Government." 

I then said, repeating very distinctly her 
words : "It is your feeling that those people 
ah mid be beheaded and their property con- 
Maoa'.ed ?" She replied: "It is." I then 
said to her : "Do you fully understand tho 
meaning of every word which I have said to 
you, and of every word which you have said 
no mo, and if so do you still have the same 
opinion?" Heransvrer was; "I have un- 
derstood and mean all I havo said, but I 
might leave the decision of this to my min- 
iitsrs." To this I replied : "Suppose it was 
necessary to make a dooision before you ap- 
pointed any ministers, and that you were 
to be asked to issue a Royal proclamation 
of general amnesty, would |you do 
Itt" She anawered : "I have no legal 
right to do that, and I would not 
do it." Pausing a moment, she continued : 
" These people wer» the cause of the revolu- 
tion and Constitution of 1887, There never 
will bo'any peace while they are here. Thoy 
must be sent out of the country, or puniehed 
and their property confisoated." I then 
said : "I have no further communication to 
make to you now, and will have none until 

I hear from my Government, which will 
probably be three or four weeks." Nothing 
waa said for several minutes, when I aakud 
her whether she was willing to give mo the 
naniea of four of her moaL trusted friendp, 
aa I might, within a day or twoj couaiJtr ir. 
ray duty to hold u consultation wi'h them 
in her presence. She assented, aad gave 
those nanjca : .J. 0. Carter, ,Iohn llichard- 
flon, Joaejih Nawahi and K, C. M ioKarlane. 

On UecMiiber o the (Jucen's Manihal, at 
the time of her dethronement, called on 
Minister Willis and left a document s.Htiiit; 
forth the method of procedure to he adopti-il 
in the ovtia, of the (^^u.;en'a restoration, us 
follows : 

"I. Proclamation by the Qucen't Gov- 
ernment of their re-sump' ion of the contr(il 
of the Gnvci-nment of tin Hawaiian lahindt ; 

II Ap|)oiritment of conim iniier-in chief ami 
Bti.ffi 111. Proclamation "i martial law and 
the BU (" naioK of the v i-it of habeas corpus; 
IV. Oiling on all loyal oitizana and well- 
wishers of tho Governmi nt to register their 
names for service ut oli'icn ; enrollment of 
volunteers ; V. Surrondi r of all anna and 
ammunition in private h-mds, and the pro- 
hibition of all sale and transport of arms 
and aa:iniunition other than by direct iin 
of the commander-in-chief; V[. Taking 
posBeaaion of all Government buildings and 
other places ncoessary by the Queen's 
forces and placing guards therein; VII. 
Proclamation prohibiting the departure of 
coasting vessels and other vessels co tho 
other islands; VIl'I. Reappointment-, of all 
ofhoials and the - filling of vacauoies; IX. 
Arrest of all persona implicated or concern- 
ed in tho late overthrow; X. Custody and 
care of all priaonera nuido under autboritj 
of tho above paragraph and thoBo handed 
over by the United fetatea forces; XI. Ro- 
cei\iiii; of all anna und muuiiionsof war and 
other tJovfrnmont property eurrenderod to 
United .Statea foruta l-y the Provisional 
(Jovcrnuitnt foujet; XII. Despatch of 
vusBcIa to tho other islanda to proclaim tho 
Qai.'cn'a Government and make all necca- 
sary cliaiigca and arreatt. " 

President Dole's conjmunicaticii to Mr. 
Willia in regard to the President's refusal 
to couaidi r the annexation proposition con- 
taina the followin); ; 

" While we uccv-pt the deciaion of the 
Preaident of tho United Stutea declining to 
further consider the annexation propoaition, 
as tho final concluaiou of tho present admin- 
istration, wo do not feel inclined to regard 
it as the last word of tho American Govero- 
ment up >n this subject, for tho hiatory of 
the mutual relations of the two countries, 
of American effort and influcnco in 
building up the Christian civilizition 
which hns so oonspiouously aided in 
giving this oountry an honorublo 
place among independent nations, tho 
geographioal position of these Islands 
and their importance to both countries 
profitable reciprocal commercial interosts, 
which have long existed, together with our 
weakness as a sovereign - nation, all point 
with oouvlnoing foroe to political union be- 
tween the two countries aa the necessary 
logical result from the oiroumstancea men- 
tioned. Ihic oonviotion ii empbMized by 



the formidiblo exprcfision of American states 
men over u long period iu favor of annex « 
tion, conspicuous amo.ig whom are tho 
names of Messrs. W; L. Marcy, William H. 
Soward, Hamilton Fish and James G. lilaino, 
all former secretaries of Stale, and espiciai- 
ly so by the action of ycnir last adtr\inisl.iu- 
tion in negotiating a treaty of iitinux iti^ u 
with this Goveinment and sending it to tho 
Senate with a view to its ratihcation. 

" We shall, therefore, continue the pro- 
ject of political union with tho United 
States aa a, conspicuous fe.iture of our 
foreign policy, confidently hoping that, 
sooner or later, it will bo crowned with 
success, to thii lasting bonelit of both coun- 
tries. The additional portion of your com- 
munication referring to our domestic allairE, 
with a view of interfering therein, is a new 
departure in tho relations of tho two Gov- 
ornmenta. Your information that the Presi- 
dent of tho Uhitod Staica expects thia Gov- 
ernment to promptly roliocjuisi. to her (mean- 
ing tho ox - Queen), her constitutional 
authority with the question, 'Are you will- 
ing to abide by tho decision of the Preai- 
derit ? ' might well be diamissod in u single 
word, but for the ciroumstiinoea that your 
communication contains, as It appears to 
me, miS'Stntomcnts and erroneous ooncln- 
sions based thereon that are so prejudicial 
to thia Government tnat I cannot permit 
them to pass unchallenged ; moreover, the 
importance and menacing character of this 
proposition make it appropriate for mo to 
discuss somewhat fully the questions raised 
by it. 

" We do not recognize the right of tho 
President of the United States to interfere 
in our domestic afifairs. Such a right could 
he conferred upon him by an act of this 
Government, and by that alone, or it could 
be acquired by conquest. Thia I nnderatand 
to be the Amorloin doctrine announced from 
time to timo by the authorities of your Gov- 
ernment. Wo have douo your Government 
no wrong; no charge of discourtesy is or can 
be brought against us ; our only issue with 
your people baa been that becauae we re- 
vered its institutiona of civil lib- 
erty, we have desired to have them ex- 
tended to our distracted country, and 
becauso we tionor its flag, and deeming that 
its beneflcent and authoritativo preaeuce 
would bo for tho biat intoreats of all of our 
people ; wo have stood ready to add to our 
country a now atar to its glory, and to con- 
aummato a union which wo believed would 
bo as much for tho benefit of your country 
as ours. If thia ia an offence, wo plead 
guilty to it. 1 am inatruoted to inform you, 
Mr. Minister, that the Provisional Govern- 
ment of the Hawaiian lalanda reapectfully 
aud unheaitatingly declinea to entertain tho 
propoaition of the President of the United 
Statea that we ahouldauriender ita authority 
to the ex-Queen." 

Constitutional lawyers in the Houes havo 
detected an interesting legal complication in 
connection with the Hawaiian situation 
which may result in bringing in question 
tho authority of Minister Willia to make a 
demand on President Dole to retire. Up to 
December 1, Cleveland and tho eiceoutive 
branch of the government were directing 
the course of Hawaiian affairs, but on that 
day President Cloveland's message was scnr. 
to Congress stating that he would turn over 
the Bubjeot to the broader authority of Con- 
greas, and would thereafter co-operate in 
any just solution which Congress might pro- 
pose. The President's course in turning 
tho Buliject over to Congress was - undoubt- 
edly conimunioated to Minister Willis at 
once, with instructions of non-aotion. 

No steamer left thia oountry for Hawaii 
until December 19, so that the Preaident's 
conclusion to leave the eubjeoc with Con- 
gress oould not have reached Minister Willis 
until Deoember 26. Under tboae oiroutn- 
stances there ia a hiatus of eight daya, from 
December 18 to 26, during which the 
authority of Mr. Willis to act is most ob- 
scure. It happened that the date on which 
Willis made the demand on Preaident Dole 
to retire waa December 19, the day after 
Cleveland had given tlio subject to the 
broader authority of Congress. 

Under these circumstances tho lawyers 
of Congress are asking as to tho authority 
of Minister Willis to act during the hiatus, 
and particularly aa to tho validity of his 
acts on December 19, one day after Congress 
received aulhoritj- to direct his actions.

CANADA'S NmW CANAL. 

The Canadian oanal at Sault Ste, Marie is 
magnificent work of which Canada may 
well be proud. It is calculated that it will 
be completed in July next. The mason 
work of the look is finished. Its inusaive 
walls are a thousand feet in length, sixty 
feet high and thirty feet thick at the base, 
tapering to half that width at the top. An 
eminent American engineer, who was on the 
ground when the lock was commenced, said 
it could not bo Qniahed in leas than 
five years. But tho contractors had 
no idea of lingering that long over tho 
work. Besides the Canadian Government 
wanted to have a canal through Canadian 
territory in a much shorter time than that. 
Next summer Canadian shipping will be 
wholly independent of the American canal. 
Yankee unfriendliness has therefore in this 
oanal matter had the effect of making 
Canada independent of her big neighbor for 
oanal accommodation. When tho Sault 
canal ia finished British ehips of large size 
can be floated from lake Superior to the aea 
without touching United States territory 
and without breaking bulk. Oar neighbors 
have found that wo are not nearly so help- 
less or 80 ready to look to them for assiat- 
anoe and accommodation as they believed 
and e.xpected. Tho canal difiioulty has 
oonvinced them that Canadians arc not de- 
void of spirit, that they will not tamely sub- 
mit to be imposed upon, and that they can 
hoe their own row without help from any 
one. The attitnde of Canada in both this 
oanal matter and the reeiprocity negotia- 
tions must have shown the Americans that 
Canadians arc not ready to accede to any 
terms that they may ohooBa to dictate. 
They made political union the essentia' 
condition of reciprocity in trade; Canada 
refused to sell her allegiance, and the result 
is that her trade this year is greater than 
over it was before. They refused to allow 
Canadians the use oi the Sault Ste Marie 
caual on tho same terms as United States 
citizens, and the result ia that Canadians 
have now a canal of their own. 



THE POOR AND NEEDY. 

Tho diliioulty in dealing with the unem- 
ployed poor of the largo cities of the United 
States has no doubt been very great. In 
Chicago their number was literally immense, 
and New York was not in a much better 
condition. What was to bo done '.' The 
Buffering waa intense and the demand for 
relief urgent. It would iiev(;r do to keep 
multitudes of men and women iu idleness, 
80 it was resolved that the destitute should 
be required to pay for the relief they re- 
ceived in work. This simple, oommon- 
sense mode of procedure immediately re- 
duced the number of applicants for relief in 
Chicago woadorfuUy. Before it was resort- 
ed to there were three thousand board- 
ers in the city soup house and 
the same number received free lodg- 
ings in the city barracks. The order 
was issued that three hours work at Btrcot 
cleaning would bo retjuired for a ticket en- 
titling tlio holder to two meals and a bed. 
The next day the applicants for food at the 
soup kitchen were reduced to five hundred, 
but they increased soon after to nine hun- 
dred and more. The plan of requiring 
work in return for food ond lodging is a 
good one. Tho self-respecting man who is 
out of work will be better pleased to get 
food and shelter on these terms than to havo 
them given to him for nothing, and tho lazy 
tromp, who believea that he has a right to 
be fed and lodged at other people's expense, 
deserves to starve if he will not work. 

This city, fortunate aa it ia, has not en- 
tirely escaped. Wo have been told that tho 
applioatioDB for relief are much more 
numerous than the Benevolent Society 
can meet, and we have other means 
of knowing that there are many oases 
of destitution in the oity. . Private charity 
ia doing n great deal in a discursive manner, 
but relief given in this way does not meet 
the requirements of the case. Kiudheartod 



people are sometimes imposed upon by per- 
sona who are not in need, and deserving 
families who do not make their condition 
known are suffering. Should not some sys- 
tematic effort be made to find out the number 
of those who are without means to obtain the 
neoeea^ries of life, and when it ia known 
how many there are who aro in want, wo 
are very sure measures will be taken to 
supply their needs in a rational way. No 
one likes to think that any of his uoighbora 
are cold and hungry, and wo are quite cer- 
tain that there are hundreds of men and 
women in this city who aro ready to deny 
themaolvca and tc make saciiticeB that their 
needy neighbors may be warmed and fed. 
But tho work should be done systematically 
so OS to produce the best results. Who aro 
willing to engage in it? 

LAST YEAR'S PANIC. 

Those who are trying to find out the 

CI1U80 of the panic of 1893 and have given 
up the att'jiiipt in despair, will bo raised iu 
their own esteem when they find out that 
men of ability who bad ample means of ub- 
tiiining a knowledge of all the oiroumstancea 
preceding and attending it are in pretty 
much tho same condition. Then ooquiricB 
havo apparently led them into a maze 
and they have wandered in it until they 
are niiito bewildered. Tho writer in tho 
New York Herald who indited the follow- 
ing paaaago, seems to havo an unpleasant 
conviction of the difiioulty of the subject. 
He said : 

" Tho panic of 1S03 will o.voito tho keeneat 
interrst of tho student of political economy 
for a century to come. It was not the re- 
sult of a failure of crops, or of a war or 
convulsion of nature or oonflagration or any 
other destruction of real wealth. It was 
caused by the defiance of plain economic 
laws." 

Thia ia not very clear or very aatiefactory. 
What economic laws wore they that were 
" defied ?" It seems to us that the cause of 
the panic was not economic but psychical. 
If the student can discover the law by the 
action of which scares and stampedes and 
panics aro produced, ho will bo able to 
account for last year's panic. It is ad- 
mitted that it had no adequate economic 
oause. The country was prosperous and 
with ordinary prudence would have con- 
tinued to prosper. But an epidemic of fear 
passed over the country. Men gave 
\Tay to it, it appeared, instinct- 
ively. It waa beyond tho power of reason 
to stay its progress. To allow it to spread 
waa plainly contrary to every one's interoat, 
but it nevertheless did spread. The fit of 
fright was too strong for even self-interest. 
Every one, no matter how cool and level- 
headed ho waa, was carried away by i*'. 
President Cleveland did what he Could to 
arrest its progress, and ho appeared for a 
time to have been su'ccesaful. The symp- 
toms became less alarming for a few daya, 
but it soon broke out as violently as ever. 
Even the repeal of the Sherman law did not 
" reatoro confidence," and it was impossible 
for any action of Cougreaa to repair the 
miechicf that had been done. The 
public mind had become disordered. 
A comparative trifle caused it to 
loae its balance. Why? ia more than 
any of the philosophers can tell us. Almost 
every ono noip aaya there waa really no 
danger. The financial and tho commercial 
world of the United States shied at almost 
nothing, and then went off, running av,-ay 
from that nothing at a break-neck pace, and 
doing any amount of damage in its blind 
flight. What was the secret of the scare? 
Will it take a hundred year", to solve tho 
myatory or will it ever be solved'.' 

The Herald thinks that tho trouble is 
ovor and th'it the country, recovering from 
its fright will make a fresh start. It says: 

Tho new year holds out bettor things. 
Tlio currency is now on a sound basis, and a 
rational reviaion of tho taril! promises to 
stimulate our iuduatriea and equalize tho 
burdena of ta.vation. Bubblea have been 
pricked and buainesa ia on a betl rock basis. 
Wall atreet iiaa had aucli a "houaecleaning" 
aa was never before known and the ground 
everywhere has been cleared for new enter- 
prises. Tho great natural resources of tho 
country are unimpaired, the indomitable 
energy of its people remains undiminished 
and nothing but a revival of confidence is 
needed to inaugurate a period of new and 
lasting prosperity. 



and temperance prevail. A. man may be a 
most industrious and skillful chopper of 
wood and he may not know how ardent 
spirits of any kind taste, yet ho may, 
by the miauae of - his powers, be an older 
man at forty than Mr. Gladstone or Neal 
Dow was at seventy.

Mr. Gladstone 
and Mr. Dow, though dilfering in many re- 
apecta, are liko each other iu being i)0lh 
temperate and hard-working men. Neither 
of them baa since he attained manhood 
known what it ia to be idle. 
Work, either of mind or body, has 
occupied tho whole, or nearly tho 
whole of his waking hours.

It ia notorioua that such a 
use waa made of tho hi^li duty iinpoaed by 
the tariir of ISS.'i, There ia no reaconablo 
excuao now for a duty on copper. Our mines 
prodiice one half of tho world's cntiro out- 
put, and nearly one-third of tho (|uuntity of

there iu open oompotitiou with tho copper 
produced ulaowhoro. IJven Mr. Burrows ia 
lii'ginning to see that a repetition of his 
protcata against the provisions of the Wilson 
bill concerning copper simply make him 
ridiculous.

Sugrefeationa for Expediting Business 
— Tlie Mayor'a Draft of Stand- 
Ing Committees. 



The City Council of 1S91 had their first 
meeting last evening. Mayor Toague in tho 
chair, and the other members aa they sat 
facing him, from his right to left, being as 
follovvB : Aid. Humphrey, Vigelius, Styles, 
Baker, ^edingham, Wilson, Munn and Har- 
ris. The only abaontoe wos Aid. Dwyer, 
whoso seat is tho central desk of tho nine, 
and who wrote that owing to a previous en- 
gagement ho could not attend. 

The M.vyoi: asked tbo pleasure of the 
Council respecting tho minutes of tho last 
meeting hold on the Sth inat. 

Ali). H.vkkls Buggealed that they bo taken 
as road, aa usual, but Aid. Vigehua asked 
that they bo read for the information of tho 
new members. This was accordingly done 
by tho t;lerk, and on motion for their 
adoption Aid. Munn called attention to Sec. 
97 of tho Municipal Act, which ha thought 
ri(iuired that tho minutes should bo signed 
by the Mayor who presided. 

The M.vvok did not see how thia could 
possibly bo carried out, as the minutes could 
not bo signed until confirmed by the hoard, 
and he would therefore take the responsi- 
bility of aiguing them, 

Ths Clerk read tho connnunicationa as 
follows : 

W. Ridgnay Wilson reported J. G. 
Brown's contract at the isolation hospit.il 
coin;)leted. Referred to building inspector 
for report. 

Watson Clark notified the Council that 
I ho water from Oakland avonaa has been 
doing serious damage to his property and 
that if this is not stopped he will claim dam- 
ages, Referred to Sewerage and Drainage 
committee. 

A similar notification respecting Ametbyet 
atreet waa also sent to committee. 

Alen S Dumbteton wrote in reference to 
previous applications for a sidewalk on 
Jubilee avenue. Referred to Street com- 
mitton. 

A. Olsen notified the Council to disinfect 
crab apple and hawthorn trees on the streeta 
of the city, they being infected with the 
woolly aphia, and tlio diainfection being 
called for by the Horticulture act. 

TuF, Mayor said this was a very im- 
portant matter, infecting tho orchards in 
the whole city. If tho trcea were ao badly 
afTectod as said they would have to be re- 
moved. 

Referred to Street committee with power 
to act. 

The secretary of the James Bay Athletic 
Asscoiation wioto asking the nature of tho 
report made by comndtteo in connection 
with a former letter from the managing 
comndtteo of tho association, 

Ali3. Stylks explained that, so far as tho 
orouaing is concerned, instructions had been 
given to repair it ; about tho drain com- 
plained of, that had been referred to an- 
other committee, with what result ho did 
not know. 

The clerk was instructed to obtain and 
forward the information. 

W. H. Snider, Government superintend- 
eno of roads, roported that tho culvert at 
the junction of Fort street and Foul Bay 
road ia in a very dangerous condition. Re- 
ferred to Streat committee with power to 
act, Aid. Baker suggesting that t)ic Govern- 
ment inspector should be consulted, with a 
view to dividing the expense, as the roud is 
only half in tho city. 

Returning oUicer W. K. Bull reported tho 
accounts of the poll for Mayor and Alder- 
men, which were referred to the Finance 
committee. 

City Engineer E. A. Wilmot reported a 
reply from tho Lands and Workr Depart- 
ment to a request that tho Government 
would bear half tho coat of draining Tolmie 
avenue from 300 yards from tho Suanich 
road, and asking that particulars as to tho 
probable cost bo furnished. Referred to tho 
City Engineer to comply with tho rciiucet. 

An invitation from Speaker Higgins to 
tho Mayor and Council to attend at tho 
opening of tho Legislature on Thuraday waa 
ordered acknowledged with tlionks, it being 
resolved that the Council should attend in a 
body. 

Ald. Wii^ok hero rose to express hia 
utter uatoniabment at all these communira 
tiona having been read to the whole 
Council, nearly an hour having been thua 
taken up and be suggested that 
the communications should, as soon 
us received bo duly recorded is a book so 
that tho aldermen could see that they had 
been received, and that they should then be 
referred to the proper committee or official 
to bo dealt with. 

The Mavor aaid thia waa a matter 
worthy of conaideration, and there was the 
possible objection that some people might 
think their communications had been slight 
ed. Of course, this evening, the Council 
must proceed in the ordinary way. 

Ald. Mtinn endorsed Aid. Wilson's sug- 
gestion, eupecially with respect to tho book 
of record from which tho aldermen could 
see at a glance what had been sent in. 

Ald. Hauiii.s spoko in a sinular atrain 
and said that if aomo audi now departure 
were made tho businoas would bo very much 
expedited. 

'.riiL Mav(;u ouito agreed with tbo sug 
gcatinna, which ho tiiought might be put in- 
to effect without a motion, and ho asked 
tho Clerk to make a note of the matter. 

Ald. Munn moved, .joooudod by Aid 
Ledingham : 

" That as a preliminary step to improving 
tho quality of water, enlarging tho atorugo 
capacity and inoroasing generally tho elh- 
oionoy of the water works system, the City 
Engineer bf|requested to furnish the Council 
with an approximate estimate of tho cost of 
making tho survey referred to in hia report 
to the Council dated December ^'J, ISOli, ajd 
also an estimate of the time ueceasary to 
complete the said survey." 

The mover aaid the report referred to 
was made at the instigation of Aid. Robert- 
son and himself. It dealt with the question 
in a very extensive manner, but this roaolu 
tlon dealt with only a small portion of tho 
report. Friquontly during tho recent cam- 
paign surprise had been expressed that the 
land about the lake bad not •been acquired, 
and this motion was a move in that direc- 
tion. 

Ald. HuMi'HKEv said the Object of the 
motion would have his hearty support. 

Ald. Lekinoha.m sold it would probably 
be cheaper to clean tho lake by dredging 
ond throw up tho matter token out to form 
on embankment, ond the Engineer might bo 
asked to find out tho cost of thia plan. 

Ald. Munn auid ho thought thia matter 
would be dealt with in tho report aakod for. 

Tho resolution was adopted. 

Ald. Munn moved, seconded by Aid. 
Harris, that Building Inspector Northoott 
be authorized to take over from tho con- 
tractor tho kitchen and coach house addit- 
ions to the isolation hoapital. Carried. 

A report from the Fiaanoe oomoiitteei 



covering election expenses and other ac- 
counts, was read. • 

Ald. Mun.v moved that tho report bo re- 
ceived, warraut" ieaucd and the accounts 
paid. 

Ald. Haiihis said tho accounts should 
simply bo referred to tho Finance commit- 
tee to be paid if found correct. Ha thought 
that in thia new Council I he former round- 
about methods ahould bo dispensed with. 

Aij>. Mt'NN replied that ho waa not a 
hair-splittcr, but ho did intend to do hia 
beat to aeo that busineaa was conducted in a 
proper manner, and tho motion he had made 
waa in aecordanco with tho lav/. Tho ac- 
counts had already been dealt with by the 
old finance eominitteo, of which ho waa o 
member, which, it must not be forgotten, 
continued in office until the new council 
waa Bworn in. It would therefore be a uso- 
le«a repetition to refer them back. 

The motion by Aid. Munn was then 
adopted.

The general opinion prevails that the Mary 
Brown is lost, although some people profess 
to believe that she has gone ashore on some 
uninhabited island near the coast of Alaska."

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WOMAN'S WORLD IN PARAGRAPHS. 

Mrs. E. SI. .Tom-.s* Suocchh Iii DiilryliiK— A 
■\Voniaii of Clear Grit. 

A littlo book is on my desk. It i.s 
called "Dairying For Prc^lit; or, The 
Poor Man's Cow." It was written by 
Mrs. Eliza M. Jones of Drookvillo, Out. 
She (lodiciitcH tho book to the farmors' 
wives of Aiiun-icu. Slio iclls theso over- 
worked, Bad lieartcd women how thoy 
may make better biittor uml a third 
more of it at a less coat for Iceeping cat- 
tle and with less labor; also how to sell 
their improved butter for a third more 
than thoy arc getting for it now. All 
this Iilrs. Jones has learned to ilo for 
herself and of herself. She made mis- 
takes right and left at first, she snys, 
but learned from them and picked 
up and went on re^icing. Trom 
a cow worth $50 she clears annually 
$30 or more. That is an oxcellont re- 
turn from an investment of $50, but 
from ono of her cows she made a clear 
profit of $49.70. She prefers tho Jersey 
cow. Mrs. Jones has made a magnif- 
icent success of butter making in the 
home dairy, it is because everything is 
done systematically in her dairy, and, 
above all, she considers it not "unlady- 
like" for her to superintend or do any 
needed thing. I have seen many dairy 
books, but this little volume of less than 
TOO pages seems to mo to condense better 
than any otlier tho whole story of how 
to make the home dairy succeed. Every 
point, from the selecting of a good 
cow to the selling of gilt edged but- 
ter at tho highest price, is covered. 
In tho lady's own dairy tho cow feed 
is weighed and tho cost of it counted. 
The milk yield from eacli cow is weighed 
and tested, and a record of its quantity 
and the amount of butter made from it 
every j'ear is strictly kept. A cleanli- 
ness that would appall hundreds of our 
slovenly old American farmers and dairj-- 
men is preached from tho word "go." 
Mrs. Jones says she preaches it most of 
all because "it pays." What she has 
done any other industrious woman of the 
clear grit can do. If you have not tho 
clear grit, you will never do anything. I 
am proud of Eliza M. Jones, tho helper 
of herself and others. 

If I had tho opportunity to lecture to 
young men, ono of tho points I should 
insist on most strongly would bo that 
tiiey should never contract tho fearful 
habit of cougliingand o.xpectoraling. It 
is a habit as unnece.-sary as it is unpleas- 
ant. Life is made a burden to refined 
Europeans, and they are sickened un- 
speakably when they first como to our 
country by this habit among our coun- 
trymen. Women do not do it. Men du 
not do it anywhere else in tho world. 

Miss Eliza Work of Henrietta, N. Y. , 
is 100 years old. Slio says; "I have 
done a big day'.-! work every day for 1)0 
years, and I e.v:pect to do a great many 
more. I have never had occasion to use 
spectacles j"et, and my teeth are tiie same 
teeth I have always had. Tlio reason I 
have lived so long and kept so well and 
hearty is because 1 never drank tea or 
coffee, and, above all, never got mar- 
ried. :My Ijn.lhcr lived to be 101, and 
would have lived mucli longer if ho had 
never married." 

Miss Adali Curnutt of JTorman, O. T., 
is clerk of tho United Slates district 
court. Besides that, she is a deputy 
United States marshal. Lately she cap- 
tured at Oklahoma City and took hand- 
onffed to Guthrie two desperadoes of tlu; 
■worst character. She liad been ordered 
to arrest them. Slie read tlie warrants. 
They laughed at her. She told them if 
they did not go with her she would in- 
stantly summon every man on the streets 
of Oklahoma City t(i hcrassistance. Tlieu 
they laughed tlic otli.r side of thonionth 
and wilted. Miss (/uniutt liandcuH'od 
them together and ti-lei^raplicd the 
United States marshal at (iutlirie: 
"Meet me at the train. I liav(! Ueugan 
and Duliv.el." 

Miss Aiinotto Daisy, a Kentucky girl, 
went in with the boomers at the time of 
the opening of the Cherokee strip, taking 
with lier a colony of women, unmarried 
and widows. The plucky women estab 
lishod tlunnsclves not far from Ponc.a. 
They have bailt two houses and i num- 
ber of temporary huts for shel ter aiid havo 
begun to cultivate their land — 480 acres. 
Tho story of this colony^of women will 
be followed with inLerest. 

Miss Helen M. Winslow of Boston is 
one of tho most capable and vorsatih; 
newspaperwomen alive. I hardly thii>k 
a woman of any other nationality cuuld 
do 80 many kinds of journalistic work 
as this American girl accoiuplisheH and 
do it BO well. Sho is equally at home in 
writing a descrii)tion of manual train- 
ing in tho Boston public schools or tell- 
ing women bow to dress healthfully 
and beautifully. Miss Winslow is on 
' 'the stall of "Comfort," doing much of 
its varied editorial work. At tho eanio 
time sho contributes regularly to tho 
Boston Beacon. Sho has prepared lier- 
g^Jby constant pragtioe in writing and 



by laying up a great storo of general 
Itnowledgo for the important work sho 
is now called on to do. I wish more 
young newspaper women would prepare 
themselves iu tho same wuy.

PIlOHIBrriON PLEBISCITE. 

Results of tho Appeal In Ontario as I'olnted 
Out by Secretary F. S. Spcucc. 

Kespecting tho result of tho prohibition 
plebiscite throughout the Province, Mr. F, 
S. Spence, secretary of the Toronto Tem- 
perance Reformation Society and an active 
leader in temperance matters, says : 

" Roughly speaking, we have carried tho 
Province, otitside the cities and large 
towns, by two to one, and got mojoritica 
in pretty much all of the centres as well. 
The question of the jurisdiction of the On 
tario Legislature and of the Dominion Par- 
liament also in reference to the prohibition 
.question ia now before the Supreme conrt, 
and will probably be argued next month. 
Practically, there ia little prospect of any 
legislation until that question is aatt-lod. 
In the meantime we have in the Province a 
capital local option law, and now know the 
exact strength of the prohibition vote in 
every municipality. A great ninny of the 
munioipalilica will probably take hold of 
this valuable nieuna of wiping out tho lir]uor 
trHfli,j at once within their limits. I !i ivo 
telegrams of congratulation from Queb?o, 
Manitoba and tho United States, ana there 
seems to bo general rejoising everywhere 
among temperance people over the victory 
won in Ontario." 

The (juealiona which will baaettled'by tho 
Supremo court are : 

Has a Provincial Legialature jurisdiction 
to prohibit tho sale within the Froviucu of 
spirituous, fermented or other fermeutod 
Ii<|Uors Or haa tho Legislature such juris- 
diction regarding sucli portions of the Prov- 
ince as to which tho Canada Temperance Act 
ia not in operation ? 

Has a Provincial Legislature jurisdiction 
to prohibit the manufacture of such liquors 
in the Province ? 

If a Provincial Legislature haa not juris- 
diction to prohibit sulea of audi li(|Uors, 
irrespective of (juantily, haa such legialatuio 
jurisdiction to prohiliit tho aalo by retail, 
according to the definition of a aalo by re- 
tail, cither in statutes in force in tho Prov- 
ince at the time of Confederation or any 
other definition thereof ? 

If a Provincial Legislature haa a limited 
jurisdiction only as regards the proliibition 
of sales, haa the Legislature jurisdiction to 
prohibit sales, subject to tho limits pro 
vided by the several sub-sections of tho 
'09th section of " The Canadran Temperance 
Act," or any of them? fR. S. C, 10-1, 
S. 99 ) 

Had the Ontario Legislature jurisdiction 
to enact section 1S8 of tho act passed by tho 
Legislature of Ontario in tho Tili.-d year of 
Her Majeaty'.j reign, and ontitlad "An act 
to improve the Li(|Uor License Acta," aa the 
said section is explained by the act passed 
by the said I.,egialature in the Olth year of 
Her Mujouty'ti reign, and entitled "An act 
respecting local option in tho matter of 
litjuor selling." 

Being interviewed in regard to tho result 
of tho vote on the plobiscito in favor of pro- 
hiliition, Hon, (J. E. Foster ia reported to 
have said that tho vote waa a remarkable 
one, being large and uniform in the cities. 
"He did not know what was tho actual vote, 
•but he thought that, us those who did not 
vote had tho same opportunities of voting 
as those who did. It waa fair to eatirnato 
that tho actual vote reprcsenta tho feeling of 
tho electorate on tho question. Tho result 
might fairly indicate tiie position of Ontario. 
On the larger question an to the raising of 
revenue, it made no dlfTeroncs whether it 
waa placed on tea or coffee or anything else 
daatead of liquor. All that he wanted to do 
"waa to show the people that the revenae hnd 
to be raised. , FvrBonally lie never had any 
doubt that It the waste, expense and ruin 
oauasd by drink were done away with, the 
country could afford to pay three times tho 
taxes in a different way.

HtiBso-Germiin Treaty to liftst Ten Years— 
Slonnmeiu to BIsnuirck— Uoyal Wedding 

BicitLi.v, Jan. 11. — Itia announced that 
tho Russian delegates have agreed to tho 
proposed Russo-Gcrman treaty, the dura- 
tion of the treaty to be ten years. 

The committee organized for the purpose 

of erecting a monument to Risinarok met to- 
day, idler two ycara' inaction. Members of 
the committee who occupy high ollicial poai- 
tiona were abaent. It waa announced that 
tlie amount of money now L'ua diapoaul of 
the cnnindtteo ia 1,250,000 marks. A sub- 
oomniitteo was appointed, with instruotioDB 
to repovi upon a site for the monument in 
April next. 

A dispatch from Darmaladt saya tho mar- 
riage ot the Grand IJuko of Hcuso to I'rin 
ceaa Victoria of Coburg will take placo early 
in the spring, and the (Jueen of I'Uiglnncl 
will bo preaent at tho ceremony. 

Two Americana, giving tho uanies of Jclm 
Harden, of W'aaliington Cdty, and F\ank 
(.Hover, of San Francisco, havabetaaentenced 
each to thirty nioutha' impriaonmeut, after 
being convicted of awindling a number of 
jewelers iu thia city. Harden and Glover 
refused to give the police any information 
regarding their past life, and accepted the 
aentonce with the remark that it was "oil 
right." 

JEANS.B FARC. 

Arguraont lu Favor of Her Beatillcation aud 
Canonization— An Adverse Report. 

Tho final argument of Professor Ali 
Hrandi, cnnaiatorial advocate, alunving why 
.louuiK! (i'Arc should be beatilieil and canon- 
ized, haa been fully comiileted, printed and 
dislribated among the cardinala and con- 
sultera of tho Saerod Congregation of Rites. 
Thia is I lie second argument {hat has been 
aubmitted, the first having been rejected by 
the tribunal on aeoount of errors. The 
argument tills over 1,000 pages of closely 
printed type, and answers in full tho 
ollicial obj-'.ctiona of thu promoter of tho 
faith, or "devirB advocate," as he is often 
uliicially lioaignateil, to the presentation of 
tho case of the maid of Orleans to the con- 
sideration of the congregation. The latter 
body will hold a special session at a date to 
be fixed hereafter, probably daring the last 
week in February, and the vote upon the 
beatiSoation of " the celebrated French 
heroine will then be submitted to the Holy 
Pontiff for his action. 

(Sow York Ti ibuno I 
Jeanne d'Arc, according to reports from 
Rome, ia not to be c.vnoni/.'Ul. The proposal 
to make a aaint of the brave French girl 
came from tho clorgy of her native country, 
and for a time it waa believed that it would 
be received with favor in Rome, iiut tho 
"advocatUB diaboli," as that member of the 
canoni/.ition commission is called whoso 
duty it is'to present reasons against a pro- 
posed sanotihcation, has preaented an ad- 
verso report. It declares, Roman papers 
say, that of-sential conditions for placing 
Jeanne d'Arc'a name in the calendar of 
saints are lacking. "Tho eatoom in which 
the Maid of Orleans ia held," tho advocatua 
ia reported to have written, "is only a con- 
sequence of the patriotic part which she 
played in France, and thia has been greatly 
over-estimated by the French and French 
Calholica. It is to be added that no single 
miracle waa accomplished by her prayora or 
intercession — so that other necessary condi 
tiona of canonization are absent. The 
church in its decision as to such important 
questions cannot allow itself to be Influenced 
by national or other reaaous, but must ad 
hare strictly to the law." It ia believed 
that the decision of the advocatua will be 
upheld. 



TIIK FLAU OF OUR COUNTRY. 

" The Flog of Our Country" is the sub- 
ject of an article, or rather an elaborate 10 
page essay, with appropri^to illustrations, 
that appears this year in tho Canadian 
Almanac. This essay, from the pen of Mr 
Colin Campbell, an assistant paymaster of 
th^; Royal Navy, serving iu the Department 
of Militia and Defence, shows careful and 
thoughtful preparation in Its every sentence. 
Much of tho information given In drawn 
directly from oflicial Eourcee ; but it la so 
grouped and arranged iu its civil, military 
and naval aapects ua to preclude any con- 
fusion, while the interest of tho reader 
ia kept up from tho first lino to 
tho conclusion, many of tho details 
being entirely new to the citizens of 
Canada, Above all, it may bo relied upon 
as absolutely accurate. The synopsis of 
regulations ia, of course, taken from the 
printed Army Orders and the Admiralty in- 
stTiictions ; but the writer has had the 
benefit of submitting hia article for 
departmental oritiotam as well, and, it 
is aaid, received some valuable points 
from a high military authority personally. 
The author offers some ideas of his own upon 
the interesting matters treated of, but in a 
very guarded way, and has mainly, and very 
properly, confined himself to statements of 
the lows and regulations ua they are actu- 
ally laid down. An authority on heraldry 
iu Toronto haa likewise made some auggea- 
tiona of great interest which have been em- 
bodied with tho other matter. With the 
necesaity of such an article for popular in- 
formation one cannot fail to ho iniprtaaed, 
after a peruaid of thia carefully prepared 
essay. It will bo surprising to many to 
learn that, owing to mistaken notioiiK on 
the part of those who liave been ii],ikin(i II .ga 
for g',;ncral liae, Canadians vetiiela have, in 
many cases, been a.diing under colora which 
rendered them liable under the laws of tho 
empire to a penaHy of .L'5I)I) sterling. It ia 
atill more ourpriaing to tind that many of 
tho Government departments at Ottawa 
have fallen into tlie error of using and pub- 
Uahing to ilie world in varioua ollicial pub- 
lications what ])urporiH to bo a coat of arms, 
but ia no such thing at all, and which, if 
placed upotf a flag, ia liable to the penalty. 
Whoro the encircling maplo wreath and the 
surmounting crown are added to the Do- 
minion arms is likewiso clearly shown, as 
well as the mode in which thoir display Is 
erroneous and improper. It will, perhaps, 
interest the citizens of throe of the provinces, 
rather more than please them, to find that 
they are simply " not in it ;" but how and 
why thoy are not they are plainly told ; and 
what " our royal will and pleasure " is, and 
what " we, of our princely grace and special 
favor have granted and assigned " as armo- 
rial ensigns for tho Dominion up to date, 
aro authoritatively laid before their eyia, in 
a copy of tho warrant, " To our right trusty 
and well-beloved Councillor, I'jdward George 
Filzilan Howard (commonly called Lord 
Edward George Fitzalaa Howard), deputy 
to our right trusty and right entirely be- 
loved cousin, Henry Duke of Norfolk, Earl 
Marshal and our Hereditary Marshal of 
England " — from Victoria our Quoon ! A 
copy has alao been taken, by tho permission 
of Sir Charles Herbert Tuppor, Minister of 
Marine and Fishorles, of the warrant from 
the Lords Commissioners of tho Admiralty, 
only issned within the last couple of yearj, 
upon tho strong ropresontatious of our Jov- 
oromo.nt, on that Minister's recommenda- 
tion, by which warrant alone, under the Im- 
perial statute, could even the armorial bear-

Loss by tlio Complete Ueatructiou of 
Jacob Sehl's Palatial 
Besideuce. 



Narrow Escape of the Family— Tre 
mendons Effort Saves the 
Factory Adjoinioe. 
• — — 

The palatial residence of Jacob Sohl, for 
about seven years an ornament of Laurel 
Point, admired alike by citizens and by 
travellers entering the h&rlier, last evening 
bsoamo a thing of the past, a two hours' firo 
reducing it to a smouldering heap of oshea 
and involving a loss of upwards of 530,000, 
besides the sentimental consideration of tho 
complete diaappearanco of tho household 
goods collected iu a lifetime. 

Tho firo broke out about 8;.'J0. At that 
time the family were gathered in 
Mr. Sehl'a bedroom in tho upper 
part of tho house, at tho corner 
beneath tlio cupola. Ho had been laid up 
with a cold for a couplo of weeks, and 
though out yesterday for tho tiret time was 
still far from well. With him wore Mrs. 
Sehl, and their nephew Leonard Maas, with 
his wife and chiUi, who lived in tho house. 
Mr. Maas had a short timo before been 
downtothe collar, where the hot-air furnaco 
ia situated, and had fed it and fixed it up 
for the nif^lit. The strange sight of amoko 
— only a little — issuing from tho register in 
tho side of the wall caused Mr. Maas to go 
down to investigate. He was away only a 
few moments when he oalled out that some- 
thing was wrong. 

"1 rushed down," said Mr. Sehl, "and 
when I got to the foot of the stairs I found 
the smoke so thick that I oould hardly 
breathe in it, and great clouds were pouring 
from the cellar. I could hear the flinuu 
crackling beneath. I called to my wife to 
get out with all hands immediately, and 
they came down, just as they were, without 
oven getting tneir bats. I got them out 
somehow, and left myself, in my slippers. 
The smoke was bo thick we oould not 
have passed through many minutes later, 
and wo wore very lucky to escape as we did. 
If it had been u littlo later and we had been 
in bed, wo certainly would have been burn- 
ed to death. As it was we lost everything 
except what wo liad on — no ono carried out 
anything, and no ono could have entered 
tho house after wo left." 

The tire alarm brought out tho brigade 
with commendablo promptitude, hut the 
distance from the stations was long, 
and tho nature of the premises 
was such that tho fire spread with 
lightning rapidity. Probably no cflfort 
on the part of any brigade would have 
saved tho house. For a time tho firemen 
seemed to be getting tho mastery, and the 
glow of the flaoifis gave place to great 
volumei of thiols black emeS^e, but the hope 
of success was delusive, and presently the 
llimes, which had made their way up along 
the walls- in every direction, broke out at 
all points, the building becoming ono great 
iniiss of fire. Then i; was that tho fire- 
men made their suprtliia effort, re- 
alizing the danger of the com- 
plete destruction of the largo factory 
and drying ahed adjoining, which from the 
first they had directed their main cllurts to 
save. Tho heat from the burning house — 
three stories of well-seasoned wood, dry aa 
tinder — was intense, and dcapito the tem- 
porary shelter of boards hold up to enable 
tho men to man tho linea of hoao, it was 
with the greateat difficulty that they could 
hold their ground. It was, however, a ne- 
cessity that they should not cease for an 
instant, because tho moment tho stream 
ceased to play upon tho exposed sidi s 
of these buildings they would 
dry up and steam or amoke in the 
most alarming manner. The roofs fortu- 
nately were of tin, otherwise they never 
would have withatood tho literal shower of 
spirka borne from tho burning building by 
t*ie gale — almost hurricane of wind — setting 
straight towards them, and so strong that 
the sparks and cinders were carried clear 
across the harbor and into the heart of tho 
oity, falling by thousands along the wharves 
and by hundreds in Government and Doug 
las streets, as well as extending to Quadra 
street and beyond. 

For more than an hour the firemen stood 
the roast before it bscame at all apparent 
that their efforts were to be crowned with 
success, and then the walls ono after 
another crumbled and fell; so did the 
tupola, which stood ulmost until tho last, 
and by about 10 o'clock all danger waa 
over, and tho crowd of thousands 
who hud been attracted by the 
brilliant illumination that had lighted 
the whole city as the electric lampa 
have never done, had dwindled down to a 
few hundreds. 

Soon after they escaped from the burning 
building, the ladies of the household, who 
bad taken temporary ahelter in t'lo faciory, 
wore conducted from their poriSoua refuge 
and sent in a cab to the Driurd hotel. Not- 
withstanding his delicate health. Air. Hehl 
would not leave the place, but remained direct- 
ing the efforts of his employes, who assembled 
as soon as they heard of the fire and worked 
liko men to save their employer's property. 
It ia largely due to their exertions and 
vigilance that the buildings and lumber piles 
were saved, and had these gone tho whole 
community would haveseverely felt tho Ions 
of an important manufacturing indunlry. It 
happened that there in a particularly vulu- 
»ble lot of liiiiHlied work on hand in tho 
factory at preHcni, including Ihu apleiidid 
now fixtures just coinpluled for anil alioul 
to be Bet up in tho Bank of I'.ritiah Gohini- 
bin buildinn. It was after 11 o'clock, when 
111 urly 1 lie lirit ember bail been cxtiuguialied, 
that Mr Sobl was induced to join his family 
at the Driard, the owner in i orsonal i H'ccIb 
of jiiat what bo happened to ho wearing, and 
for boota indebted to the thoughtfnbieau of 
one of his workmen, who had made him sub- 
stitute these for the slippers which he had 
on when be oommenoed the battle with the 
(lames, 

Tho greatest credit is g iven by everyone 
to Chief Doasy and the lire brigade for 
the pood judgment and bravery displayed 
in fighting the fire against very heavy 
odds. Not only had they to watoh the 



wharves, stables, factory and dry- 
ing house, — all in imminent danger 
fron. sheer heat — but they had 
also to pay continuous attention 
to the tall ahuds of Watson's shipyard on 
the other side, which had tho advantage of 
being out of the current of firo carried by 
the Wind, but were sufficiently olose to re-, 
ceive a severe scorching notwithstanding 
tho volumes of water with which they were 
dtiuged. 

The house destroyed was one of the finest 
in the oity, both in the beauty oflits outside 
appearancoand inthn elegance sua complete- 
ueas of the furniabings, and it Was also one 
of the largest private residences of 
which Viotoria can boast. It was built 
about seven years ago from designs 
mad<a by the architecli of the theatre, who 
persuaded Mr. Sehl int6 allowing him 
while here to make the plana for 
a palatial residence.

All yesterday and until the evening was 
growing old a " living gale " made the 

signs and shutters rattle and creak in Vic 
toria, tho atorin being ono of tho most 
violent in montha. In the words of tho old 
French-Canadian aong : 

" Tho win' she blow and blow anil blow, 
B}mo 'by abo blow somo moro "— 

The smaller shipping as usual hugged tho 
wharves pretty, cloaely ; thoso that did 
onture beyond tho harbor entranco were 
for tho most part glad to return. The 
aohooner Port Admiral and tho littlo steamer 
Spinster which had atarted fo."- Roche har- 
bor on Sunday, were among those which 
wore forced back, the atrong wind blowing 
inshore, making it impossible for them to 
make even this abort journey, while tho 
steamer found the rough sea dangerous as 
well as distasteful. No news of disaster 
was received during the day, but such in- 
telligence is not unlooked for. The sealing 
schooners Ocean Belle and Sadie Turpel, 
which we^va «lso among tho fleet driven to 
shelter, brought word of a large three-masted 
schooner in the Straits flying signals 
of distress and virtaally unmanageable 
on account of lost tackle. The same vessel 
was sightod from Otter point, from which 
station an American tug was sent to 
hor nseistanco in answer to signals. It is 
prcauniod that she is now safe at Port 
TowDBcnd, from which place further partic- 
ulars will no doubt bo received to-day. Tho 
Turpoi had a strong taate of tlie blow but 
not enough to delay her for any repairs. 
Sho left, as did tho Rosio OUen and the 
Masoot, in the early honrs of yesterday 
morning, bcforo the breeze rose to the di- 
menaions of a gale. 

Just how much of a storm last night de- 
veloped could not be known eiootly in tho 
city ; the gale, which had played sad riot 
with telegraph and electric light wires, hav- 
ing also demoralized the telephone service 
and out off all communication with tho 
meteorological station at Kaquimalt. The 
only telegraph wire working was that to 
Otter Point and it was very " buggy," in 
the claasio vernacular of tho service. 

From tho Spring Ridge district last even- 
ing came sad tales of falling fences and 
chimniea, two woodsheds and one stable in 
ruioa. The Dallas road residents had also 
their full share of hurricane, the scene 
all the way from Beacon Hill to the outer 
wharf being one of savage grandeur, tho 
waves rising to an unusual height and dash- 
ing their spray high up the precipitous 
banks. 

Shortly before G o'clock the round house 
on tho E. it N. railway lino came down 
with p. crash. Mr. Fowler who was in 
charge at the timo noticed the building— a 
frame structure — swaying with the foicu of 
tho storm and ordered tho passenger loco- 
motive which was standing inside to be run 
out. This was done juat in timo aa the 
building fell aa the engine paaseil through 
tho doors. There waa anotlier liiconiotive 
in tho round house at the timo uuilergoing 
repairs, but neither it nor those working on 
it received auy injury. Several trees in the 
vicinity were blown across tho track, 
and there was plenty of employ- 
ment for tho gang of men who 
were imtnediatoly put to work clearing o^vay 
the debris, so that in a fow hours tho lino 
was dear again. It waa impon^ibio last 
night to estimate the amount of the datnage 
accurately, but it will probably range be- 
tween §1.000 and $1,500 for the Russell Sta- 
tion neighborhood alone. 

From " up the line " came the report " all 
clear," and there was no interruption to 
traffic yesterday, thanks to the vigilance 
which ia the price of safety. Though both 
Koksllab and Chemainua rivera aro abnor- 
mally swollen, tho railway people are pre- 
pared for all conHC(|uencc.s, and their rolling 
stock is moving freely both ways. 

Tho hurricane reached its height at about 
9 o'clock last night, and half an hour \later 
tho cyclone had been succeeded by a dead
